In the second morning mail a let- 
ter was received at the Gillingham 
(Kent) Police Station saying 

“By the time you receive this 
shall be dead,” 

The writer gave ler nam and 
address. 

An inspector saw from the  post- 
mark that the letter had been post- 
ed only two hour earlier, so the 
police rushed to th address and 
found a woman lying gassed on the 
floor.

“T therefore implore you to stand 
together and keep close to overseas 
friends, because if we lose them to 
day we are helpless.”
